Report  regarding  Courses  of  Training  for  Social  Workers 


!In  pursuance  of  ttie  adoption  by  the  Board  at  a  previous  freeting 
of  the  principle  of  the  establianirent  of  courses  of  training  for  social 
workers  the  (latter  was  nresented  tc  the  Senatel,  which  appointed  a  Cotritittee 
to  crepare  the  courses.  At  the  last  ireeting  of  the  Senate  the  report  of 
this  courrittee  was  adontea.  !It  was  resolved  to  estanlish  next  winter 
vocational  courses  for  social  workers:,  as  outlinea  in  the  anpenaea  statercent. 

The  courses  will  (involve  an  outlay  of  not  less  than  $1500.00, 
honoraria  being  paid  to  those  lecturers  ana  linstructors  who  are  not  on  tne 
University  staff. 

I  would  recorrtiena  that  for  next  year  Vr.  Ai.  G.  Burnett,  Dr.  Nt.Ji.  Ware, 
Viss  Carson,  Viss  Neufeld  and  f/iss  Ji.  Grant  be  appointed  to  unaertake 
‘instruction  as  outlined  ic  the  courses,  ana  that  they  be  given  honoraria  to 
be  aetertiined  later. 

Tnat  Vr.  Fi.  Ai.  Bott  be  appointed  Secretary  cf  the  CoTtrittee,  nis 
nonorariun  to  be  deterxinea  later. 

That  $200.00  be  set  aside  for  office  expenses  and  printing. 

That  occasional  lecturers',  experts  dr  various  decarttrents  of  tne 
courses  as  outlinea,  oe  appointed  in  tne  autuirn  to  conduct  snort  courses  of 
lectures  curing  tne  session,  tne  noiiinat Jons  for  their  aopointxents  to  be 
(rade  later.
